( Second Revision ) 


(Page 1, clause 3.2, line 5) — Substitute the following for the existing text: 


‘3.2 Infant Formula — A breast milk substitute product based on milk (see 4 of IS 13688) and other ingredients 
which has been proven to be suitable for infant feeding, to meet the nutritional requirements of infant during the 
first six months. The product may be modified by partial removal/substitution of different milk solids and addition 
of carbohydrates; and salts such as phosphates and citrates; vitamins and minerals. The product may be in liquid 
or powdered form. Vegetable oils rich in polyunsaturated fatty acids may be added to partially substitute milk fat 
to an extent that the product shall contain a minimum of 12 percent by mass of milk fat.’ 


(Page 4, clause 5.8.2, Table) — Substitute the following for the existing levels of food additives under 
the heading ‘Antioxidants’ 


Food Additives Maximum Level in 100 ml of the Product Ready-for- 
Consumption 

Antioxidants 

Mixed tocopherols concentrate 1 mg in all types of infant formula singly or in combination 

L-Ascorbyl palmitate T mg in all types of infant formula singly or in combination 


(Page 4, clause 5.8.3) — Substitute the following for the existing text: 
‘5.8.3 For reasons of stability and safe handling, some vitamins and other nutrients have to be converted into 
suitable preparations. For this purpose, the food additives listed under 5.8.2 may be used. In addition, the following 
food additives may be used as nutrient carriers.’ 

[Page 6, Table 2, SI No. ii), col (2)] — Substitute the following for a): 
‘a) Total protein (N x 6.25%), percent by mass’ 

(Page 7, Table 2, footnote 3) — Insert the following footnote after footnote 

3: “Where only milk protein is used, a factor 6.38 shall be used, in place of 6.25.’ 


(Page 9, clause 6.1.1) — Insert the following text at the end of clause: 


‘when tested as per ISO 18857-2 : 2009 or EN 13130-13". 


NOTE — In case of dispute, the method indicated by ‘*’ shall be the referee method.’
